Wages Boosted by Force? 


Not everything in the way of high 


labor costs is subjecl to the anti- 
trust laws, of course. A high union 
wage scale, for instance, mya be a 
delerronl to building, bul it isn't 
covered by any federal law. 


However, il is alleged that in some 


cases a high wage scale is reached 
by connivance between unions and 
contractors-the unions' return being 
that they perform "strong arm" work 
for the contractors to keep outsiders 
from entering Ihe field. 


The adminislralion has a double- 


edged interest m this investigation. 
For one tiling, it wants housing to 
lead the march toward business re- 
covery, and it suspects that high build- 
ing prives are delaying mailers. 


For another, it has invested millions 


of dollars in the effort to gel build- 
ing financing cosls down.

With the coming of summer, more 


people begin to ti'avel the seas and 
the lakes. Agailv many of them will 
become victims of seasickness. 


Recently, the assistant surgeon on 


the Aquitania has made a record of 
some of his experiences with people 
who suffer with nausea and distress 
.hat accompany a voyage on, rough 
waters. 


He is convinced that seasickness; 


when nci complicated by a hangover 
rom too much celebration before get- 
ing on the boat, is due to unusual 
eactions th^ occur in the nervous 
ystem because of sti'mXilation reach- 
ng those parts of the body that arej 
concerned with balance. 


The ordinary case of seasickness be-' 


Sins with a-constant and severe head- 
iche, a feeling of fatigue and lassitude, 
and then- general depression. The body 
emperature falls, the pulse rate gels 
[ow.. and the blood pressure declines. 


With this comes a feeling of dizzi- 


less and 'excess flow of saliva, some- 
imes a sudden attack of nausea and 
limiting. 


In another type of seasickness, nausea 


is constant and pronounced vomiting 
occurs over and over again, accom- 
panied by a severe headache. Such 
cases are restless, excited, or agitated. 


Dr. W. G. Zorab says, that this group 


of patients are terrified that the ship 
will sink, while the other group is 
afraid it won't' With these people, the 
pulse is usually rapid and the blood 
pressure raised; Seventy-five percent 
of women suffer with this type of sea- 
sickness rather than with Die depress- 
ed type. 


Dr. Zorab gives some good advice on 


the prevention of seasickness. He says 
fresh air is most important, as is 


bodily warmth. 


The person should have plenty of 


sleep before going on the boat. The 
fatigue, worry, and excitement that 
usually occur 24 hours before sailing 
help to increase the tendency to sea- 
sickness. Because of uneasiness around 


the center of Hie abdomen, Vntmy peo- 
ple find the WeariHg of a firm abdom- 
mnl binder comforting and helpfuf, 


It is also necessary that voyagers 


be moderate in their diet and in their 
drinking before going on board. It the 
bowels have" not been working satis- 
factorily, that, too, may lend to in- 
crease the intensity of the symptoms 
of the seasickness. Alcohol 'tends to 
taki? the edge- off- the apprehension, 
but it Is hot by any moans a preven- 
tive of se'nsickness. 


Most , prescription's for seasickness 


contain sedative drugs which are* 
in themselves, somewhat '•dangerous. 
These sedatives should not be taken 
except when, they have been prescrib- 
ed by the doctor specifically for the 
patient concerned.
